Shot the Maneater Dead. 


The French explorore ~M.. _ Edouard 
Foa, the author of the bolume ‘From 
the Cape to Lake Nyassa,” is now pub- 
lishing an account of his exploits as a 
lion and elephant hunter which the 
French papers are publishing conspicu- 
ously. The following 1s his story of a 
lion chase in Tchiromo: 

“Tyo natives came to me sent by the 
ehi@é of a neighboring village. They 
told me that a lion had carried away 
an old woman:and that ne was still 
prowling around the neighborhood. We 
set out immediately and after-a march 
of four hours arrived ‘at tne village. 
Night was coming on and it was Impos- 
sible to do anything in the darkness, 
The best plan was to wait for daylignt. 
A little distance from this habitation 
there was another village where the na- 
tives were dancing to the music of tam 
tams. At half: past four in the morn- 
ing. I heard shrieks and cries in, the lit- 
tle village and just as I got out with 
my gun in hand followed by my men 
a weeping woman threw herself at 
my feet wringing her hands and ex- 
plaining that a lion had carried away 
her gon. , 

“By torchlights we found our way to 

the other village and on inquiring we 
learned that the lion had carried away 
the boy just as he opened the door of 
the hut to fetch some firewood that was 
at the threshold. The cries uttered by 
the people in the village frightened the 
lion away and moreover it was imposs!i- 
ble to find any trace of him with the 
torchlights. Daylight soon: appeared. T 
told the natives not to come in any 
greatc rowd. So ten mem only accompa- 
nied me in silence according to orders. 
As soon as there was sufficient light 
to follow the trail we went to the hut 
from which the child had been carried 
away. 
“We found the trail behind the house 
which proved that the brute had gone 
around it. With the trail there were 
footmarks of the child. Evidently it had 
been seized by the upper part of the 
body. Then we found a few drops of 
blood. The animal passea@ through one 
of the streets—it we may call them 
streets—of the village, leading toward 
the river going along with his burden 
in front of more than twenty nuts, The 
inhabitants had not been aroused by 
the woman’s cries until after the beast 
had passed. Still following the trail we 
reached the stream where the anmal 
halted and left his prey beside him. 
This was proved by the presence of a 
little pol of blood. Then ne crossed the 
river which was only one tot deep pass 
ing obliquely almost descending the 
current’ for four or five metres then 
which line the stream. 

“Before following the trail any fur- 
ther I sent Tambarika to watch the 
outer edge of the thick bushes and to 
find if there were any traces of the 
anmal having passed through. A well 
konwn whistle from him notifled us 
that such was the case so I took to the 
clearing in order to get to him as quick- 
ly as possible.

Later, in 
the midst ‘of the lamentations of the 
women, there was a funeral dance and 
more noise. The body of the lion was 
burned upon an enormous fire. When 
we were half way on the road’ to our 
camp, we could hear the noise of the 


tam-tams and see the red light of the} 


fire, which proved to us that the na- 
tives were making sure, that expiation 
was completé."—N. Y. Sun.

A PROUD RECORD. 


Phillips Andover Observes its 1ajst Anni- 
versary. History of the Famou 
School.» 


The one huncred and twenty-first 
year at Phillips Andover academy is 
abecut to close. A few words about this 
well known educational institution will 
be of interest at this time.

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Phillips academy was founded at 
Andover on the twenty-first of April, 
1787, by the gifts of Hon. Samuel 
Phillips and his brother, Hon. John 
Phillips, consisting of about lil acres of 
land in Andover purchased for the pur- 
pose, and about 200 acres of land in 
Jaffrey, N. H., together with the sum 
of one thousand six hundred and four- 
teen pounds. The deed of gift which is 
known as ‘‘The Constitution of Phillips 
Academy,” was drawn up, as appears 
from contemporary documents, largely 
under the influence of Samuel Phillips, 
Jr., and Eliphalet Pearson, two young 
men whose friendship in school ani 
college, and whose sympathy in the re- 
ligious and patriotic movements of the 
times made them mutually helpful in 
the project of founding a new institu- 
tion of learning, and, as It proved, a 
new type of institution. Dr. Pearson 
became the. first principal, and Judge 
Phillips fostered the school till his 
death in 1802 with assiduous devotion. 

The first trustees were Samuel Phil- 
lips of Andover, John Pnillips of Ex- 
eter, William Phillips of Boston, Oliver 
Wendell of Boston, John Lowell of Bos- 
Josiah Stearns of Epping, 
Rev. Elias Smith of Middleton, Rev. 
William Symmes, Rev. Jonatnan 
French, Samuel Phillips, Jr, and Nehe- 
miah Abbot of Andover—men whose 
services and benefactions, at Andover 
and elsewhere, were to become mem 
orable in the“history of American edu- 
cation. 

The’ school was opened for instruc- 
tion April 30, 1778, with a group ef thir- 
On October 4, 1780, it was 
incorporated in the last act of the 
“Great and General Court’ previous 
to the organization of the new state 
government., ‘The powers of the trus- 
tees have been enlarged by the legisla- 
ture from time to time, notably in the 
acts conferring the power to hold ad- 
ditional funds, and in the act of June 
19, 1807, whereby the trustees were em- 
powered to receive and hold real and 
personal estate for the purpose of a 
separate ‘Theological institution.’’ The 
Andover Theological seminary, the first 
of the many theological schools, was 
accordingly established in tne following 
year. 

In 1830, the ‘Teachers’ seminary’’ was 
established as another distinct school, 
an anticipation of the normal schools, 
and to a less degree of the scientnc 
schools which have since been planted 
elsewhere. In 1842 this was merged 
into the parent academy and is the 
present scientific department. 

By the generous gifts of numerous 
benefactors, in sums large and small, 
the original foundations nave _ been 
much enlarged. ‘The school has been 
“equally open to youth, of requisite 
qualifications, from every quarter.” It 
has done a useful work in the educa- 
tion of boys who have not gone to col- 
lege, and in its time has prepared boys 
for colleges and scientific schools in un- 
precedented numbers. 

The past year the academy has re- 
ceived gifts and bequests amounting to 
over $40,000, as follows:

The school is badly in need of a new 
gymnasium, for which |. nearly enough 
|money has already been subscribed. 

The equipment for instruction is ex- 
cellent, but ithe physical well-being of 
the students demanded @ new gymna- 
sium, and there is general rejoicing 
that the prospect is good for securing 
one in the near future. 

Dr. C. F. P. Bancroft, the principal, 
has been at the head of the academy 
for 26 years, and has witnessed a phe- 
nomenal growth in the school, due 
largely to his great success as an edu- 
cator and leader.

the onions fine and soak them sooty wit the 
butter for half an hour, then add the boiling 
water and carrots and cook half an hour lon- 
ger. At the end of this time add the turnips 
potatoes and seasoning and cook an hour, It 

ou have parsley or cerfeuil, add a teaspoon- 
‘al ten minutes before serving. The soup is 
improved if some bones of trimmings of meat 
be added. A most delicious cream vegetable 
soup is made by rubbing a portion of this soup 
through a puree sieve and adding milk anda 
little salt to it. It should just come to the 
bolting potas and be served with fried or toast- 
ed bread.

Choice Recipes From Many Sources and 
of Acknowiedged Worth, 
BAKED CODFISH. 

One and one-half pounds of salt cod- 
fish, one quart of potatoes, one-half pint 
of milk, one tablespoonful butter, Pick 

. the codfish to pieces, rejecting bones and 
skin, and soak it for two hours in cold 
water. Drain it; cover it with boiling 
water, and stand it for 15 minutes on the 
back part of the stove, where it will not 
boil. Drain and press out all the water; 
mix it with the potatoes, which have 
been boiled (without salt) and mashed. 
Moisten the whole with the warmed milk 
and melted butter; press into a baking 
dish, sprinkle lightly with buttered 
bread-crumbs, dust with pepper and put 
into ahot ovento brown. Serve with egg 
sauce: Put one tablespoonful of butter 
in a frying pan, and when it is melted add 
a level tablespoonful of flour; mix, and 
pour in gradually half a pint of cold 
water, stirring continually until it boils, 
Take it from the fire; add pepper and 
salt to taste, and a hard-boiled egg 
cbopped fine. 

TAPIOCA PUDDING. 

Wash one cupful of tapioca, cover It 
with two cupfuls of milk, and let ‘work 
for several hours. Add oné-half of a 
teaspoonful of sait and One quart of milk, 
and cook in a double boiler until the 
graints of tapioca look clear, Take from 
the fire, add two cupfuls more of milk, 
Beat together four eggs and one cupful 
of sugar, Stir this into the pudding, 
flavor with vanilla or lemon, and bake 
for half an-hour in a buttered dish. Or 
if you use the kind of tapioca which 
requires no soaking and very little cook- 

| ing, the following recipe is very good: 


One-half of a cupful of tapioca; one cup- 


ful of sugar, -a pinch of salt; mix and 
stir into one quart of milk, then add three 
beaten eggs, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, and flavor as desired; mix well 
and bake in an oven slowly until brown, 
Serve hot with cream. 


ASPARAGUS, 

Asparagus, besides boiling, may be 
cooked in the oven. Boila bunch of as- 
paragus for twelve minutes. Lay it in 
a baking dish, moisten it with half a 
cup of the water in which it was boiled, 
Grate Parmesan cheese over it, season it 
well with salt and pepper, sprinkle a 
tablespoon of fresh bread crumbs over 
the top with a tablespoonful of butter 
cut-in bits, and bake in a moderately hot 
oven for fifteen minutes. Cold bolled 
asparagus is very nice -erved as a salad 
with a French dressing or with the fol- 
lowing sauce: Pound the yolk of a hard 
bolled egg to a paste, add two teaspoon- 
fuls of good vinegar, a saltspoonful of 
salt, and half as much pepper, and a

TRIPE FRIED IN INDIAN MEAL, 

Use pickled tripe. 
dry. Cut in pieces for serving, and dip 
both sides in Indian meal. Have a quar- 
ter of an inch of hot fat in frying pan 
and lay in two or three pieces at a time 
and brown crisp on both sides, 

PARKER HOUSE ROLLS. 

Heat one pint of new milk and one 
tablespoon (heaped) of lard together till 
it boils. Pour into mixing bowl and 
add two teaspoonfuls salt and one table- 
spoonful sugar. When milk warm add 
one-half compressed yeast cake dils- 
solved in little cold water and mix with 
the best bread flour till just stiff enough 
to handle. Cover tightly and keep warm 
three or four hours till light. Take out 
on board and roll out about half an inch 
thick. (Do not kneed them only enough 


to get into shape to roll.) Cut out in |: 


round shapes and fold over one half and 
place in pan for baking. Wet over the 
tops with melted butter and cover the 
pan with a paper and keep warm for one 
or two hours more till very light, and 
bake ‘same as bread. 

CLAM CHOWDER. 

One pint of clams out of the shell, six 
potatoes peeled and sliced, two onions 
peeled and sliced, three or four slices of 
thin galt pork. Fry the pork in a frying 
pan till all the fat is melted, then add 
the sliced onion and heat (do not brown) 
in the pork fat. Turn this into the chow- 
dcr kettle and add the potatoes, with 
one quart of hot water. Salt and boil 
gewely for fifteen minutes. While this 
is boiling have the clams draining 
through a strainer. Take each clam 
separately to remove the soft part, put- 
ting the head and attached part into 
the chopping bowl. Chop these fine and 
add to the cooking potatoes and onions. 
Also add the liquor which hag drained 
from the clams. Have one quart (or 
nearly that) of milk heating and add to 
the clams and potatoes just before gerv- 
ing. Season with salt and pepper. Dip 
crackers in the chowder and pack.in a 
small vegetable dish and serve with the 
chowder, 

BAKED HALIBUT. 

Have the halibut sliced thick. Wash 
and wrap ina clean cloth to dry off. Lay 
some thin slices of salt pork in bottom 
of baking pan and lay on the slices of 
halibut. Sprinkle with salt and butter 
and lay on other slices of fish on top of 
these and ¢prinkle with salt and butter. 
Bake about one-hour in a hot oven, bast- 
ing often, adding a very little water if 
there is not enough Hquor bakes out of 
the fish. Serve with drawn butter sauce, 

SPANISH.CREAM. 
One and one-haif pints of milk, four 


solved in little cold water and heated to 
boiling in the milk, Add the yolks of 
three eggs beaten with one-half.cup 
eugar, Cook in double boiler till it thick- 
ens. Then remove from the firé and 
when cool add the stiffly ‘beaten whites 
of the eggs, stirring them in thoroughly. 
Flour and pour in a mould. It will re- 
quire three or four heurs to harden in 
cold weather, in warm weather must 
be hardened on ice. 
COFFEE CAKE. 

One egg, one cup of brown sugar, one 
cup butter, one cup of molasses, one cup 
of cold strong coffee, one pound of 
chopped seedless or. seeded raisins, one 
teaspoonful clove, one-half nutmeg 
grated, one teaspoonful cinnamon, one 
teaspoon soda and flour to mix quite stiff.

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Razorbacks and Muskrats. 

2azorback hogs and muskrats are the 
chief sources of revenue to. thé inhabi- 
tants of the borders .of Fishing Bay, 
Md. The squatters—for a majority of 
the dwellers are nothing more—are hos- 
pitable in their way, but are not more 
advanced in civilization than are the 
people who have always lived in . the 
out-of-the-way mountains of North 
Georgia and Alabama. “Few of the 
houses have a habitable appearance, 
and a majority of them were built from 
lumber found drifting in the bay and 
from timber confiscated.in the forests, 
there being immense tracts of valuable 
tlinber land along the shores. These 
people believe they have the right to 
appropriate whatever timber they may 
need in the construction of their rude 
cabins, and it is seldom that the land- 
owners interfere with them 

Like the razorback hog and muskrats 
the people are prolific, and swarms of 
children may be seen around the cabins 
in any of the villages, Both men and 
women are interested in making a ilv- 
ing, and the children are taught early 
to assist in cultivating the gardens and 
truck patches The male members of a 
family genérally have all they can dv 
in looking after the muskrat traps and 
the gardening is left to the care of the 
women and children. Nearly all use 
tobacco—chewing, smoking and dippiag 
snuff. When-times are hard and mon- 
ey scarce, they use rosin from the pine 
trees as a substitute for tobacco. 

The droves of razorback hogs that are 
to be seen about all the villages will 
scarcely take the trouble to get out of 
cne’s.way. The razorback is a breed 
of hogs raised in the South before the 
war and still abundant in the piney 
woods of Georgia along the locality 
where Mark Hanna has his summer 
home. This hog has an important mis- 
sion to perform in the Fishing Bay set- 
tlements. Itis the mission to make 
way with the hundreds of carcasses of 
muskrats that accumulate, although 
the muskrat forms an important article 
of food for the muskratters and their 
families. Indeed the flesh of muskrats 
is no doubt superior to that of the 
razorback, the ham of which is almost 
as dry as the ham of an iron firedog. 
But the people along the shore say that 
they could not get along without the 
razorback. He is their sanitary in- 
spector and scavenger, and so long as 
he is one of them they do not fear an 
epidemic of contagious disease. 

A few of the muskratters have made 
money trapping the little animals, but 
a majority of them just manage to eke 
out a bare existence. While the musk- 
rat has his house in the ground the en- 
trance can only be made through 
water, and the house is generally built 
two stories high, the lower floor being 
flooded with water The trappers say 
that the reason for the subterranean 
entrance is that the rat has an exit 
which will not betray him in time of 
danger * But his instinet does not warn 
him against the trap his cunning and 
persistent enemy places in the water at 
the mouth of the entrance to his home 
in the bank of the river. This trap is 4 
wooden box about three feet in length 
and six inches in width. In each end 
is a wire door, hung on hinges at the 
‘top. The slightest push on the outside 
causes the doors to rise, but they will 
not open from the inside. 

This trap is sunk at the entrance to 
the muskrat’s house, and whether he Is 
going home or on a foraging expedition 
he is sure to walk into it. A muskrat 
cannot remain under water indefinitely, 
and before he has time to gnaw his way 
out of the box he drowns. An entire 
family of muskrats is frequently caught 
in a single night in one trap. During 
extraordinary tides on the marshes the 
rats are forced out of their houses and 
take refuge in the open country, and 
then it is that the trappers and hunters 
have no difficulty in locating them. 
While it is claimed that a muskrat has 
instinct which foretells rising tides and 
overflows, they are infrenuently caught 
napping and have to make a hasty exit 
to high land 

At this season of the year muskrats 
are very numerous and do an immense 
amount of damage to the crops. Later 
on they will have a regular feast cut- 
ting down young corn in the bottom 
lands. Farmers along the shores are 
kept busy devising ways of killing off 
the pests,  anr regular trappers are re- 
garded as public benefactors through- 
out that section of Maryland. How- 
ever, the trappers’ razorbacks and the 
farmers are, often at war with each 
other, the razorbacks insisting that 
they have the right to assist the neigh- 
bors in ‘harvesting their crops.—N. Y.

UNIQUE FIELDS FOR OUR WARES. 


it has recently been discovered by the 
Austrian Minister of Commerce and 
National Economy, as he is called, tuat 
While other European nations are en- 
larging the profitable scope of their 
foreign trade, Austria among European 
natiogs is falling backward, and suf- 
fering from the effects of a competition 
which the Vienna government does 
nothing to counteract. Thérefore it is 
seriously proposed that the Austrian 
Minister of Commerce shall delegate to 
various individuals the task of repre- 
senting Austrian interests abroad, and 
to serve as national ‘‘drummers” in aid 
of their expansion. It is pointed out 
that there are abroad many profitable 
fields for the investment of Austrian 
capital and the utilization of Austrian 

bor, and the Bureau of Forei Com- 

erce at Vienna hopes soon tO be en- 
gaged in work connected with them. 

Meanwhile, however, American rep- 
resentatives abroad are not idle in pro- 
posing methods whereby the interests 
of citizen-subjects of Uncle Sam may 
be promoted, and one. such project 
comes fom classic Athens in the sug- 
gestion conveyed by the American con- 
sul at the Greek metropolis to the state 
department that here is now a chance 
of introducing American windmills into 
Greece. An Athenian firm has, it ap- 
pears, agreed to buy and erect one 
windmill in a conspicuous location as a 
sample and is confident that it can sell 
others. The firm wishes to proceed very 
carefully, in its choice of this sample, 
in order to get the mill that will work 
best under the conditions, 
bers of the firm wish to deal with ‘an 
American establishment, because they 
believe that the Americans excel in the 
construction of this article. 

*The islands and mainland of Greece 
possess innumerable small farms, laid 
out in vineyards, vegetable gardens and 
orange and lemon groves. The soil is 
rich, but the important question is that 
of water, which, when found, is near 
the surface and supplied to the land by 
means of wells worked by machinery 
with mule or horse power, Many of the 
land proprietors are well to do and 
could afford windmills. Greece, it ap- 
pears, is so cut up by the sea that there 
is hfrdly a day in the year without a 
breeze. “During the seasons, July and 
August in particular, the wind is strong 
A mill so ‘tonstituted that it will work 
either in a light or strong wind is need- 
ed. It would also bé more -salableif it 
could perform services other than the 
mere drawing of water, such as grind- 
ing grain, 

Another field for American industty, 
it 1s pointed out in a bulletin to thé 
state department, is in the island of 
Madeira, where it appears that practi- 
cally ho wheeled. vehicles are used. The 
Streets of Funchal are paved with 
small, smooth stones brought from the
